SUMMARY OF 2011 LEGISLATION

APPROVED BY THE GOVERNOR

LB NO. | Introducer One-liner
35 Harms Change provisions relating to oversizeickeh
permits

Effective date of August 27, 2011.

LB 35 increases the maximum renewal period for\ardimensional permit for a vehicle
transporting sugar beets, grain, or other seagohailvested products.

The bill amends § 60-6,298 and the renewal period & Department of Roads
overweight/over length permit so that the maximwenewable period shall not exceed
210 days. This keeps the renewal period in incrésnem 30 days for ease of the
Department of Roads electronic permit system. €urdaw allows for a maximum periqd
of 120 days.

The bill also incorporates provisionsld® 353 to create new guidelines for moving a
disabled overdimensional vehicle from the highway.

The bill amends § 60-6,297 to add an exemptioheadimensional restrictions for a
disabled or wrecked vehicle being towed to a ptdceecure safekeeping. Once it has
reached that point, the vehicle is required toiolitae necessary single trip
overdimensional permit to travel any farther.

The tow truck must be connected to the disabledtieetvith air brakes and brake lights

The bill provides a definition of “place of secig@fekeeping” and “wrecker or tow
truck”.

Finally, the bill provides the tow truck owner quarator will be held liable for any injury
or damage when the tow truck operates over therdiioral restrictions.

LB 47 includes 3rd party contractors of railroadghe provisions of a wireline crossif
agreement process.

The bill amends § 86-164 to state that the telecomaoations carrier shall pay th
railroad, owner, manager, agent, or representaifvéne railroad carrier the standa
crossing fee when placing a line or wire acrosgdiieoad right-of-way.

The bill has an emergency clause attached.

LB 67 clarifies that enforcement of a violationathild safety seat for children up to g
6 is a primary violation.

The bill amends 8§ 60-6,267 to distinctly separat provisions dealing with the use
safety belts and restraint systems for childretougige 6 and for children aged 6 to 18.

The bill amends 8§ 60-6,268 to clarify that subsetwi 2 (children 6 to 18) and
(passengers of a provisional operator permit/schpmyimit) are enforced only as
secondary action. This leaves subsection 1 (@nldip to age 6 in car/booster seats)
primary violation.

98 Fischer Provide powers relating to federaljaid
transportation funds

Effective date of August 27, 2011.

LB 98 authorizes the Department of Roads to implenaefederal buyback program with
local governments.

The bill amends § 39-1307 to authorize DOR, on lbebfathe state, to enter into an
agreement with a political subdivision to purchése entity’s federal-aid transportation
funds. The funds may be purchased at a discotastaitdhe discretion of DOR.

Any funds purchased must be used for the constructeconstruction, maintenance, and
repair of an entity’s highways, streets, roadshritges and facilities, appurtenances, and
structures.

The local government is responsible for providinggh that the funds were used for such
purpose. Such proof shall be determined by DOR.

The bill also amends § 66-4,100 to authorize fundhe Highway Cash Fund or Roads
Operation Cash Fund to be used for the buyback-gnog

Effective date of April 26, 2011.

LB 112 creates an exemption for HHS private prosadeom Public Service Commission
intrastate carrier regulations.

This definition is the same as the
current statutory definition of “escort servicesbut is meant to give a better
understanding of what is intended.

The bill creates two new exemptions from Publicvi®er Commission regulation fg
“Residential Care Transportation Services” and ‘{8ufed Transportation Services”.

Residential care transportation services are nmeactver the transportation of a minor|or
disabled individual who resides in a residentiamkeoor facility under HHS regulatiol




Examples include a foster home, treatment facildypup home, or shelter. The

transportation is incident to a services contrae subcontract with HHS.

Supported transportation services are meant torcthe transportation of a ming

disabled individual, or family member of a minor evhit is necessary for the person

providing the transportation to assist and superthe passenger.

Supported transportation services must be incittenhe contract or a subcontract w
HHS, and the driver must meet certain requiremeutisned in the section.

The bill also requires a motor carrier fitting und@e of these two exemptions to comply

with the requirements of HHS regulations to protdwt safety and well-being of th
passengers, including insurance, training, andeg@rements.

LB 135 gives county officials an extra 10 daysdmit titling fees to the State Treasurer.

The bill makes many changes to the statutory pranss of the handicapped pern
process. However, most are for clarification aadrganizations purposes. The m
substantive changes include:

Section 3amends 8§ 18-1738 to allow a person to hold up/topermits at one time.

The section also allows an application for a rergweamit to be filed within 180 day
prior to the current permit’'s expiration. Currethtute only allows renewal applicatio
within 30 days of expiration.

The ELT
system allows the DMV to communicate electronicallth lending institutions regarding
noting and releasing motor vehicle liens.

The bill eliminates the mailing requirement fole# for apportionable vehicles so that
apportioned vehicle titles will instead be issuedaading to the ELT process.

Section 3 amends § 60-3,193.01 to adopt the InternationayidRation Plan fot
apportioned vehicles in interstate commerce asisted on January 1, 2011.

Section 4amends § 60-3,221 to authorize the towing of c#daiifers, utility trailers, farm
trailers, and dealer-plated trailers by properbjistered minitrucks.

Section 8requires the DMV to issue a temporary licenseDocéard to any applicant wh
has temporary lawful status in the U.S. The docunskall be valid for the authorizg
stay period, or one year if no expiration date.e Hocument shall also be marked
temporary.

Section 9authorizes the DMV to verify a source documensengéed by an applicant wit
the issuing agency.

Section 16amends § 60-4,121 to strike language so thatitargimember coming off of

active duty must come to the DMV and not the coumgasurer for license renew

(Note: In recent years the DMV took over the photpture of applicants from county

treasurers.).

Section 23amends 8§ 60-4,181 to prohibit any person fromihgldn operator license ar
identification card at the same time.
